bar tender, stepped between them and 
said: "Captain, you go down, and I'll get 
him to tome." The captain had Clifford 
by the coat collar, and Clill'ord pulled a 
4-i-calibre self-cooking revolver, and be- 
gan firing. The hotel office, which con- 
tained a number of traveling men and 
guests, was 'ively. The 'raveling men got 
under tables aud cist;where out of danger. 
The first two shots struck the floor while 
the captain was ou tho stairway. The 
third shot struck tho captain on the left 
side between tho tenth aud eleventh ribs' 
aud passed around the cartilage, lodging 
at the crest oC the- right hip. The fourth 
shot passed downward aud backward m 
the center of the abdomen. Either shot 
was fatal. 
Tha Captain walked down 


stairs aud said, "I've got it," 
He was car- 


ried homo and died Saturday morning at 
exactly live minutes before 12. Ho mado 
affidavits oC the case, saying,, it was un- 
provoked and uncalled for, and that he 
had been friendly with the murderer till 
tho occurrence. 
Ho gave it as a cold 


blooded murder, aud said to a friend: "It 
is hard to die, shot down by a dog." 
Ho 


was not armed and had never been iu 
tho habit of carrying a revolver. The 
only thing he had about him in the shape 
of a weapon was a little pen knife. 
Ho 


had. made no movement to draw a pistol 
from his pocket, as he had none. 


3)rs. Meacham aud Oarlock were tho 


first witnesses, and testified to tho situa- 
tion of tho wounds, etc. Dr. Garlock M'lis 
present at au anto-mortem 
statement 


made by the deceased, aud put in writing 
aud identified it. He produced tbo bul- 
lets which entered tho body, one being 
imbedded in one ot tho murdered man's 
vertebra, which tho doctor had removed 
from the body, and which was curiously 
examined by the counsel and jury.

had said, "Better look out, G—d d—n 
you, or I'll put a bullet, through 
you"; 


aud had also remarked, that if ho wasn't 
let alone, somo oue would get hurt, iia he 
"camo down there fixed"—as no part of 
(,he jr.i ijoitita. 
Tho matter was argued 


very ably by all the counsel for an litiur 
and ahalf, the judge deciding to admit 
the testimony in regard to the wager, and 
saying ho would rule in regard to tho 
other testimony whon it was ott'erud.
